St. Louis vows to raze more vacant buildings 


Mayor cites resource 
drain, safety risks; 
enforcement, fines 
are set to increase

ST. LOUIS e A chimney top 
set sail one night from a his- 
toric building in the 1900 block 
of Bremen Avenue and crash- 
landed with a solid thud. 

The three-story vacant build- 
ing also rains insulation, rock 
tiles and bricks, said Rhonda 
Spencer, who has rented a home 
next door since 2010. She de- 
scribed a range of drumbeat 
sounds from the cascade of de- 
bris in the area. 

Pointing across Hyde Park 
from her front doorstep, she said 
a roof collapse rumbled like a 
thunderclap. And a corner build- 
ing roared when it smashed into 
the road. 

“This one sounded like an ex- 
plosion;’ said Spencer, 37.
